An SGA committee, named to 
study the proposal and headed hy 
At Stellbers. submitted a set of 
alternatives which could be studied 
by faculty and student leaders in 
finally working out the honor sys- 
tem which would eo into effect at 
UK. providing the student body ap- 
ves the plan in December.

Final questions to be decided by 
future conferences on the campus 
would include whether the Judiciary 
be composed of SGA 
ibers. students, or faculty mem- 
bers. The exact powers of the group 
could include expulsion or suspen- 
sion, restriction, or only recom- 
mendations. 

Before finally deciding to submit 
the honor system question to a vote 
at the student body, several assem- 
bly members sought to defeat all 
honor system proposals. 

This small bloc of SGA stated 
that the students did not want any- 
thing to do with an honor system 
and introduced a motion to kill all 



Other Plans Studied 

This committee consulted with 
various campus groups and received 
replies from many colleges and uni- 
versities throughout the United 
States where effective honor systems 
are reportedly being used. 

Under the tentative plan, enrolling 
students would be required to sign 
an honor pledge before entering the 
University. However, one possible 
drawback to this proposal, as Steil- 
berc pointed out. stems from the 
fact that no one could be refused 
admittance to the University on this 
osm alone, under present regula- 
tions. 

Tn fact, replies from other colleges 
and universities which have honor 
systems in effect indicate that 
strictly enforced plans are used only 
at private institutions State uni- 
versities find it difficult to refuse 
admission on thes 
berg said. 



Immediately opposition to this 
motion developed Opposing as- 
sembly members pointed out that 
SGA was not a truly representative 
body and could not reflect all stu- 
dent opinion. These members em- 
phasized that the only positive way 
to find out if UK students actually 
wanted the system was to have an 
election.

One additional opposing factor to 
killing all honor system proposals 
was stated by Wendell Norman, vice 
president of SGA. He pointed out 
that a student-faculty committee 
had been formed followuig Uie first 
honor system suggestion in March 
"Why should SGA back out now 
after being the first to pro|x>se it?" 
he asked 

In other business completed at the 
final SGA meeting, an appropriation 
not to exceed 1125 was approved by 
assembly members for financing an 
orchestra at the College Night 
activities planned for Sept 17 This 
is an annual feature of orientation 
week. SGA will also operate a con- 
cession booth at the event. 

SGA went on record as disapprov- 
ing announced plans for graduating 
seniors, who are members of the 
ROTC. to march with the military 
units to the Baccalaureate exercises 
Sunday afternoon These seniors 
would not be permitted to wear their 
gowns nor march with the senior 
group, according to present plans. 

ROTC units are participating in 
the Baccalaureate service as their 
salute to the Korean war dead, who 
will be honored in special dedicatory 
t '\ercises at the Baccalaureate. 



Terrell To Advise 
California Head

Dr. Daniel V. Terrell, dean of the 
College of Engineering, will be one 
of two consultant experts in the 
construction of a San Francisco 
bridge, estimated to cost upward of 
S200 million, the Department of 
Engineering announced. 

Dean Terrell was appointed by the 
Governor of California. Goodwin J 
Knight, as was Richard E. Dough- 
erty of the firm of Seeley. Stephen- 
son. Value-Knecht of New York. 

The bridge, which will cross the 
San Francisco Bay in the south, ex- 
tending from Third Street in San 
Francisco to a point in Alameda, 
was approved by the Secretary of 
the Army on an application by the 
Department of Public Works in San 
Francisco. 

Gov Knight announced that these 
two nationally known engineers will 
ud\ ise him as chairman of the Toll 
Bridge Authority and the Depart- 
ment of Public Works on all phases 
of the programming for the new 
crossing. 

The funds available for this work 
are the proceeds of the sale of San 
Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge 1951 

Refunding and Improvement Toll 
BridRe Revenue Bonds. Series D. in 
the amount of $1,500,000. 

The proposed underwater tubes 
which made possible the plan for a 
southern crossing of the Bay were 
designed by Norman C Raab. chief 
of the Division of San Francisco 
Bay Toll Crossings

ROTC graduates who were to re- 
ceive certificates of completion in- 
stead of commissions in the Air 
Force will be permitted to become 
officers in the Air National Guard, 
according to instructions recently 
received by the Department of Air 
Science and Tactics from Headquai - 
ters. Air Fore ROTC in Washington 

These graduates would be given 
an option of selecting the National 
Guard plan or continuing under the 
present operation. 8tudents select- 
ing the certificate of completion 
plan would enlist in the grade of 
airman 3rd class for the period nor- 
mally' required to be served by a 
deaf tee. 

At the end of this service, the 
recipient could apply for a reserve 
commission in the Air Force. 



However, the new optional plan 
calls for graduates to be ordered to 
training duty with the Air Force in 
four quarterly periods. National se- 
lective service headquarters has 
agreed that applicants under this 
plan will receive 60 days continued 
deferment following graduation In 
order to permit necessary process- 
ing. 

Only AFROTC graduates com- 
pleting commissioning requirements 
from May 1. 1954 through April 30. 



1955. in categories II and III. who 
are scheduled to receive certificates 
of completion, are eligible. 

Applicants acceptable to the re- 
spective states will be appointed by 
the Air Force as reserve second 
lieutenants and then appointed as 
st^autl lieutenant* in the Air Na- 
tional Guard by their respective 
slates. ThLs procedure alfects their 
membership tn the National Guard, 
the instructions stated. 

39 Ta Be Affected 

Thirty-nine AFROTC graduates 
at UK will be affected by the newly 
announced procedure. Until the new 
instructions were received, these 
students were scheduled to receive 
certificates of completion and could 
not be commissioned or called to 
active duty. 

Howevei . the new regulations will 
permit thee individuals an option 
of applying for a commission as 
part of a nation-wide program to 
commission about 5.000 students 
who were in the same category.

The agricultural methods in Yu- 
goslavia lire crude Dean Wel< h re- 
ported. The farmers utilize oxen 
and horses, with very little mech- 
anized equipment. "Our aid to them 
has gone in the form of food grains 
and industrial machinery." he said. 
The people are poor, but he saw no 
abject poverty such as may be 
found in some of the countries of 
the Far East. 

"The thing that impressed me 
most was the status of the women. 
They worked on the farms, cleaned 
streets, and did all sorts of heavy 
labor." he said. 

Dean Welch reported that he was 
given complete freedom while in the 
country. He received answers, both 
verbal and written, to all of his 
questions. The people of Yugoslavia, 
as a whole, are very friendly to the 
United States, he said. 

Less than half the agriculture 
land is in state and collective farms, 
according to Dean Welch, with the 
private farms averaging about 35 
or 30 acres. The Party has met 
strong resistance on the part of the 
serfs when they at 
livlze the farms.

Students who fail and then return to school 
semester after semester are a |oke on campus. 
Everyone knows about them, everyone talks ■haul 
them, a few |x-ople even wonder alxmt them. Who 
arc these strange creatures? Why, do thev come- 
back y ear after year? Why aren't tin v forbidden to 
return after failinu to make the grade time after 

That's wlut we'd like to know. If a student 
shows that he cannot meet the requirements set 
forth by the University, he should Ik- told in no 
uncertain terms -that he is unw e lcome. There's no 
seu.se in having these poor people back time and 
time again. 

The- ultimate goal of institutions of education 
should lie to impart knowledge to ever-changing 
groups of people-to teach and instruct generation 
after generation of a nation's people. With this 
objective in mind, it is impossible to tolerate the 
thought of permitting students who just don't have 
what it takes to keep coming hack. 

Am people are not he lping themselves, -and 
thev are slowing down the work in the classes in 
which tliey enroll. The Faculty we Ice!, is aware 
of the problem. We hope that in the near future- 
action will lie taken to control the nuinlier of in- 
capable students who return to l"K semester after 



have lieen obtained se veral days— or even hours— 
b ef o re examination time. 

Buildings have bee n < ntered for the purpose ol 
obtaining tests— office doors forced, drawers and 
files rifled. A rarer occurrancc is the- actual copying 
e>l tests during examinations. Most students who 
are inclined to risk cheating fee! that this is too 
dangerous so the other methods are favored. 

Perhaps the temptation is too great lor the weak- 
willed cheate-rs. With the- know ledge that tests and 
examinations are mimeographed-or t yped h i ad- 
vance. MB) students might feel a compulsion to 
"stop hv th< prof's office to see- what's on hand." 
Some- of them do. resulting in aclde-d material for 
the good old filing cabinets. 

If more tests were- made- up immediately lx-fore 
examinations, if huildings were more closely 
watched before and during examination (x-riods. 
and if double chec ks were- made against repeating 
the same tests vear after year, nine- tenths of the 
cheating on campus would ix- eliminated. An 
honor syste-in would lx* an unpleasant burden tor 
both students and Administration. 

Next Few Months 
Will Bear Watching 

Because we are colle-gc stude nts, often tied up 
with the rituals of formal education, we often lor- 
ge-t that we re living in the- most colorful time-s since 
written history began.

We have- shipped arms 
and e-qiiipmcnt to the countries surrounding Guate- 
mala, and the chances of small, scattered battles 



roe Doctrine will receive more attention than ever 
lx*fore. 

During the summer, the scientific world will buzz 
with activity. Soon, the- huge- 200-inch "eye" of Mt. 
Palomar will lx- tuned on the- plane-t Mars in an at- 
tempt to solve some of the- e|iiestions concerning the 
possibility of life there-. Flying saucer rumors and 
little-gree-ii-men-frnin-Mars stories will crop up in 
newspapers all ove r the- United States. This summe r 
should Ik- inte-resting.

Raising i» robin is for the birds 
at least that's the opinion of Dr. 
Neil Plummer. director of the UK 
School of Journalism. 

Dr. Hummer recently had the 
-.insular task of rearing a new- 
hatched baby robin, and according 
ui the Journalism head, keeping an 
infant bird is a big job— even for the 
father of four children. 

The robin fledgling, which was 
dubbed "Peeps. - was discovered 
about a month ago in Dr Plum- 
mer's front yard in Montclair by his 
six-year-old twin daughters. Carolyn 
and Catherine The twins im- 
mediately seized the bird and car- 
ried it to "Pop." 

The bird had fallen out of its 
nest in a tree.'' Dr. Plummer said, 
•and even though we put it back in 
the nest, the mother bird wouldn't 
return." The school director added 
that the robin was only a day or 
so old and was composed chiefly of 
"featherless skin and a big mouth. " 
Twin* Wanted Robin 
Carolyn and Catherine and Dr 
Plummer's other two children, Neil. 
Jr., 8, and Anne. 10, demanded that 
their father provide shelter for the 
displaced robin "And that. 
Dr Plummer. is how I got 
with a bird."

It was the second 
time this year thai' Cincinnati had 
beaten Kentucky, the Bearcats hav- 
ing cop|x>d the previous match at 
home. 12-6. 

The team, composed of one fresh- 
man, three sophomores, two juniors 
acln one senior, loses only one man 
bctore next season's battling begins 
The only face which will be missiiiK 
is that of John Hawkins, the senior 
member of the squad. Incidentally, 
every member of the present team 
was awarded a letter. 

The team fell far short of the 
11-3 mark left by last year's golf 
team, but the ranks had been great- 
ly depicted before the start of the 
present campaign. Golfing wizard 
Gay Brewer entered the Army to 
leave a big gap in the squad and 
most of the returning lettcrmen had 
had only one year's intercollegiate 
competition.

nament. The team did not win the 
S E C. crown however, losing to Ala- 
bama in a championship play-off 
The Cats that year drubbed Ten- 
nessee's Vols four straieht times 

The best winning record compiled 
by a Kentucky baseball team was 
registered shortly after the turn of 
the century' in 1906 That year, the 
Wildcats coached by H. E. Reed won 
12 games and last but two. On the 
debit side of the ledger, the 1934 
squad had a record of one win and 
11 lasses under the tutelage of John 
Devereaux. Kentucky's overall mark 
since 1903 shows the Wildcats with 
an aggregate of 307 victories and 146 
lasses, a .678 percentage. 

Although this seasons All-SEC 
team has not yet been released, it Is 
expected to have Willard as one of 
its members If he does make the 
squad, he Will join such luminaries 
as John Stough.

12-6. and the Wildcats took the 
n.ghtcao. 13-9.
